Th.1 last letter received was last 
week, and it was dated October 21, 
but since the letter was wirtten there 
has been considerable fighting near 
where they have been located, with 
the result that two automobiles were 
dispatched from Matainoros, on De­ 
cember 2nd, to rescue the endanger­ 
ed missionaries of the Friends church 
at Victoria, Mexico, where the civil 
war has caused a famine, with many! 
in danger of succumbing to the rav- 1 
ages of hunger. 


According lo a dispatch sent out 
from Brownsville under date of De- 


cember 2nd and forwarded to rela­ 
tives in this city, the American Con­ 
sul, Jesse H Johnson, at Matamoras, 
who sent the automobiles, it would 
require four days to make the trip 
and land the missionaries over the 
border.

Mrs. R. S. Tice, Miss Emma Reeder, 
Mrs. Ora Branen, Miss Nancy L. Lee, 
Miss Mary Pickett and C E Roberts' 
who have made arrangements to turn 
their schools over to native teachers 
and depart at once when the auto 
mobiles arrived for them. 


Miss Emma Reeder, Mrs. Tice and 
Mrs. Ora firanen are sisters of Mr. 
Levi and Mr. Sherman Reeder, of this 
city, and have many 
close 
friends 
here, having made this 
city 
their 
home until a few years ago 


All efforts made by the missionar­ 
ies relatives here to get 
word 
to 
them, either by registered mail or 
otherwise, has proven of no avail, 
and for weeks their welfare has been 
a matter of grave concern to their 
relatives here and elsewhere. 
It is now believed that the rescue 
party sent under the protection of 
Uncle Sam will 
be successful, and 
that within a short time 
word 
of 
their safe delivery will be received 
In tihs city.

While there is much difference of

state* of intoxication, and the habit 
of getting intoxicated, as expressed 
in the following section of the Gen­ 
eral Code, it Is well to observe what 
has been advised and decreed by the 
courts as correct definitions of these 
terms. 
The charge of Judge Nash, 
which is frequently quoted by judges 
of th© common pleas courts, is given 
below: 
“ A person may be said to be intox­ 
icated when he is so much under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor that 
he is unfitted and disqualified from

There seems to be a general opin­ 
ion in every part of the country that 
Mrs. Pankhurst did not make much 
of an impression during 
her 
visit 
which ended about three weeks ago. 
It seems to be the general opinion of 
editors that she did not have as en­ 
thusiastic a reception as on the oc­ 
casion of her former visit. 
Naturally enough, this is ascribed 
to the militant methods which have 
been aggravated in recent 
years. 
The conclusion is that America does 
not approve of 
such 
tactics, 
and 
showed its disapproval by refusing 
to make much of a fuss over Mrs. 
Pankhurst. 
This conclusion is partly right and 
partly wrong.
